Without meaning to detract In any ^ 
way frem the greatness of Wilbur ' 
and Orville Wright, the airship men, | 
it can be claimed that but for a wom- 
an they would to-day probably be 
repairing bicycles or automobiles for 
a living, unknown and unsung. That 
woman is their sister. Miss Cathar- , 
ine Wright, who has recently return- | 
ed home with them after enjoying the | 
favor of Kings, Presidents and Princes 
on the continent. 

There is no prettier story than the 
devotion of the mcnibers of thd 
Wright family each to the other. 
There were five children— four Imys 
and a girl. One of the boys left 
home early and now resides In Kan- 
sas. Another became a l>ookkeeper 
married and had a family of his own I 
to look after. The sister fitted her- i 
self for teaching and secured a place 
In the public schools of Dayton.Uhio. 
Wilbur and Orville remained at home 
with their parents and this sister. 
About the time the two brothers got 
through schcol the bicycle craze was 
at its height and they engaged In 
bicycle repairing as a business. 

It was waP.e conducting this busi- 
ness that tliey began working ujton 
a machine which developed Into the 
flying machine. Their original idea i 
was to make a toy, a sort of aerial 
tolK>ggan upon wbtcli a fellow could 
have fun. They constructed a plane 
of that kind and found that so long | 
as it moved forward it would sup- 
l>ort them. Then the Idea of attach- 
ing a motor to it and driving it for- 
ward entered their minds. 

It was at this critical perioil in their 
careers that the aid of tlie sister 
was sought. She liad taken an in- 
terest in the gliding machine, but 
when they begun talking alKUit fly- 
ing niacbincs slie grew enthusiastic. 
Right away Wilbur and Orville Wrlgh 
with the aid of their sister, took up 
the serious study of aerruiautics. They 
read everything pilnted upon the sub- 
ject. the sister ordering the hooks for 
them as they learned of the voliiuics 
that had appeared. But they did 
not believe everything they read in 
the I>ook8, and that was their salva- ' 
tion, in a sense. 

Miss Wright made the calculatlon.s. 
and her brothers made the experi- 
ments. The three worked together. 
Before any denionstratlcn was made, 
before her brothers had' tested the 
machine they were building. .Miss 
Wright knew that it was i>C8sible for 
man to fly. She was the first woman 
in the world to know It positively. 
She knew it because she herself had 
made the calculations. She was will- 
ing to stake what little money she 
had saved from her salary as a school 
teacher along with the smaller amount 
her l)rothers had saved. ui»on the out- 
come of the device to be made u(HX)rd- 
Ing to her calculations. She staked 
it and she won. 

W hen the machine was com- 
pleted and was found to be 
a success and It became rte- 
s'.rable to get In touch with 
the nations of the wcrld. It was Cath- 
arine Wright who brought the aero- 
plane to the attention of the men 
who would liave to be dealt wilh. 
The letters wl.tch the representatives 
of foreign Governments received were 
wrllten by this woman In the name 
of her brothers. 

All this time .^fis8 Wright was going 
dally to the schoolroom. Even their 
nelgbl)ors did net know she took any 
Interest in the flying machine. They 
knew that it was characteristic of 
the Wrights to be deveted to one an- 
other. But they - did not know that 
this patient schoolteacher bad master- 
ed the intricacies olt he air and that 
she had been In corrse|)ondenoe with 
Governments, caiTyIng on the promo- 
tion end of the flying machine . 

Even after the Wright aeroplane 
had become famous and her brothers 
were demonstrating It to the world. 
Miss Wright continued her occupa- 
tion of teaching. It was not until 
Orville Wright met with the accident 
at Ft. .Meyer, which came near cost- 
ing him bis life, that she gave U)> 
her position and hastened to him. 
She remained until he was able to 
travel, took him home nursed him 
to health, and accompanied him on 
I his recent trip to France. 

' MissWrigbt has always been modest 
I and retiring. In the schoolroom she 
I was popular, despite the fact she was 
exacting. And she is one woman who 



A few minutes before 12 o'clock noon 
every day In the year a young man 
walks into a certain rocm ot the j 
main building at the Naval Observa- j 
tory, which la set up on a hill in the 
northwestern part of the District of 
Columbia. He glances at the vari- 
ous dorks In the room and then goes 
over to a table which is covered | 
with electric apparatus. | 

He watches the clocks to bis left 
closely ar.d waits for the hands to 
reach five minutes of 12. As the sec- 
ond hand approaches the ^60 on the 
dial he prepares to shift a switch. 

The clock is so finely adjusted that 
when the second hand iroints to 60 
it exactly marks the beginning of a 
new m.lnnte. 

As it touches the 60 the switches 
are thrown on. That starts a signal 
that goes out instantaneously over 
900,000 miles of telegraph lines. In 
WashIngton.New York, Buffalo, Cleve- 
land. Newport. Baltimore, Newport 
News, Norfolk, Savannah, New Or- 
leans, Key West. Galveston, Chicago 
and elsewhere the time balls go up 
on their |H>les. People know that It 
is five minutes before noon, Washing- 
ton time. 

The clock which ketps the time In 
the observatory ticks on. With each 
tick theie is a contact of electric j 
I>olnt8. A circuit is clost'd and an in- 
strument on the table similar In a|i- 
liearance to a telegraph soimdvr ticks 
away loudly. 

It goes on to the twenty-ninth sec- 
ond, -then skips one tick, then re- 
sumes Its steady sounding until the 
Iasi five seconds, then there is an- 
other gap. These gaps are for the 
purpose of giving listeners at other 
ends of the great system of wires a i 
chance to know what part of the ' 
minute the clock is ou. Bo it goes^ 
up to the last minute. 

At the twenty-ninth second there is 
again the skipping of one second. Fi- 
nally the deck gets around to the 
fiftieth second. Then the circuit re- 
mains o|>en for 10 seconds. There Is 
silence all along the telegra|>h wires. 

At the other ends, where there are 
time balls or merely train operators, 
the long pause indicates that noon is 
almost there. The second band niakis 
on to-ward 60 and finally reaches the j 
mark. Then there Is another dick. 

In.al)Out a secend the sounder is 
down and that tells hundreds of thou- 
sands of people that it is noon in 
Wasblngtcr,, that the Naval Observa- 
tory says so, and that the .Naval 
Observatory Is now one of the l>eBt 
time keeping institutions In the Unit- 
ed Stales. 

It is a wonderful operation, this 
getting the time and highly tech- 
nical. FUally adjusted docks, chro- 
nographs and other liistninients of 
great value are used, and the taking 
and recording cf the time has re.-.ch- 
ed a point where the huniau equation 
,1s practically eliminated. 

The results obtained are of great 
value, particularly to inurlners. The 
time is not only flashed to hundreds 
of points In the United States, but It 
is ^nt far out to sen by wireless. A 
cable carries the flash to Havana.an- 
other sends it down to Panama and 
Callao, Peru. 

The mean time Is determined by as- 
tonomlcul observations. V/hon cer- 
tain stars pass the seventy-fifth me- 
ridian, called the mei'ldlau of Wash- 
ington, it Is certain time. The oper- 
ator watches fer the stars through 
a telescope, the field cf which Is cov- j 
ered with fine wires. 

As the stars reach a certain point j 
In transit the oi>erator presses a key | 
in bis hand. A contract Is made and | 
recorded on a chronograph. Tbechro i 
iiograph consists of a cylinder cov- { 
ered with patter. A fountain pen rests 
on the paper, it Is held by an arm | 
attached to the mechanism, “fhe cyl- | 

Inder revolves once a minute and the i 
pen moves alciig the surface of the | 
paper, making a'^piral line. j 

A sidereal clock of the finest make I 
Is running In a vault underneath the ' 
observatory. With each tick of the | 
clock there Is a contact of two points.
